Cut citronn in pleces of desired size
and pare, then place in a bowl, cover
with cold water, adding one-half cup
of wnlt. Lot stand over night and In
the morning wash under the cold run-
ning water and then place in the pre-
serving kettle and cover with eold water
and bring to a boil., Cool slowly until
the citron is tender: then draini now
place five pounds of sugar in the pre-
serving kettle nnd add

Four cups of boiling water,

One lemon, allced paper thin, and
cooked until tender in separate sauce-

One-half pound of preserved ginger,
Two packages of sceded raisins,

and the following spices tied in a piece
of cheesecloth :

One-quarter cup of cloves and all.
apice mired,

Three blades of mace,

Twa sticks of cinnamon broken into

Bring mixture to a hnil and eook for
ten minues: then add citron; bring
neain to beiling point and simmer for
fifteen minutes, Set the preserving ket-
tle aside for twenty-four hours.

Then hent slowly to bolling point,
gimmer one-half hour and set aside
again, reheat for the third time and
slmmer for fifty minutes, Then fill
sealding hot into sterilized jars and
genl securely.  When cold, dip the tops
of the jars in melted parafin,
